‘Witnesses Testify to Perjury. 
Attorney Thomas D. Knight marshaled an 
array of witnesses befqre the fury 
to testify to perjury on the part of half a 
dosen witnesses in an assault case ‘efore 
Justice Mahoney of the sbemeld avenue 
police court a short time ago. A union pick - 
et had assaulted a non-union man working 
for Angus & Gindele on the Northwestern 
Blevated railroad. Witnesses appes ed for 
the picket when he was brought befote Jus- 
tice Mahoney, and while the defendant was 
locked in another room, where he could not 
hear their testimony, they swore to an alibi 
for him. Later the defendant was put on the 
stand, and not knowing what testimony 
might have been given against him broke 
down and confessed to the assault. The 
perjured witnesses thereupon acknowledged 
that they had testified falsely, nalvely stat- 
ing when*reprimanded by the Justice: 
„Well, your Honor, we're plain to say 
we're caught, but We won't dp it again.“ : 
‘They were allowed to go by Justice Ma- 
honey, who was a witness before the grand 
jury in the matter. Cases against the men, 
it 1s said, will be vigorously prosecuted. In- 
dictments will be withheld; however, until 
further information can be obtained lead- 
ing to the detection of the pérsons who are 
believed to have encouraged and aided the 
men in their testimony. 


Only Particular Cases Wanted. 
Statements have been made, said Assist- 
ant State's Attorney “that the 
grand jury would resolve itséif into an in- 
quisitorial body to trivestigate the labor as- 
saults from top to bottom. This could be 
done, of course, and I would not state that 
it will not be done, as the grand jury Ia re- 
. sponsible to no one but itself for its actions. 
I will say, however, that I flo not believe 
that the jury will look into any kind of evi- 
dence at all which will not lead to an jndict- 
ment in some specific Case. For the grand 
jury to spend time ascértajning the fact, and 
making a lengthy, formal report upon it, that 
assaults growing out of the labor troubles 
were occurring with alarming frequency in 
Chicago would be useless. jury. I am 
sure, will make investigations only into the 
facts of specific cases, and t will be vig- 
orously pushed.”

Trades Council Issues an Address. 

An address to the public was issued during 
the day by the Press committee of the Build- 
ing Trades council, which forms the fifst doc- 
ument of the kind since the labor troubles 
began.

That the pres- 
ent dispute tn the building industry is disastrous 
to the interests of all parties, including the general 
public, must be apparent to all. That this war 
was brought about by the action of the contractors 
is not generally. understood.

Colonial Guests Hear Words of Praise 
and Promise from British . 
Leaders.

LONDON, April 30.—A banquet was given 
at the Hotel Cecil in London this evening by 
the British Empire league in honor of the 
colonial troops in south Africa and of the 
Australian federation delegates. 

Prince of Wales made a brief refer- 
ence to the Brussels incident and concluded 
by acknowledging the ready manner in 
which the colonies have sent their best 
troops to fight for the mother country.“ 

Lord Salisbury paid a tribute to’the “ dis- 
interestedness of the colonies in sending 
troops whose qualities and courage had 
taken not only the empire but the whole 
world by surprise.“ 

Lord Salishury deprecated any attempt to 
expedite a fusion of the colonies with the 
mother country by legislation, declaring 
that it would be better to allow this won- 
derful growth of sentiment to continue * by 
its own laws and according to the impulse 
of its own vitality.” 

Mr. Chamberlain referred at some length 
to the question of Australian federation.

Chicago paid its social tribute to the Ad- 
miral of the navy and Mrs. Dewey last 
night. ‘The reception and ball -given the 
city’s guests at the Auditorium was a bril- 
liant scene of costumes and decorations, of 


colors, flowers, lights, and settings. It was 


a formal presentation to the Admiral of a 
thousand people, who arose and greeted him 
as he entered with Mrs. Dewey. It was his 
formal presentation to the guests individu- 
ally, who filed past his chair of state, and 
the ball which opened after the reception 
lasted the night. 

It was nearly 10 o’clock when the Admiral 
entered upon the Auditorium floor from the 
right with Mrs. Dewey. He was attended 
by Lieutenant Crawford and Lieutenant 
Caldwell, U. & N. The seats remaining on 
the floor were filled with people, who rose 
as the First Regiment Band started Hall 
to the Chief.” In front of Admiral Dewey 
were the patronesses in a semi-circle of bril- 
Hant costumes. To the right and the left 
Were the white Roman galleys, with their 
ram's head prows and flower covered masts. 
Back dt them were the boxes, a repetition of 
the show of cblors that filled the floor. Drop- 
ping from the walls were hangings of emer- 
ald green and sea blue, with pillars of white 
and festoons and pennons of yellow and red. 

Ten Roman galleys with oars dipped in 
half swing, their prows draped with laurel 
leaves and their hulls filled with flowers, 
were reminders of the night two years be- 
fore.

He explains that his remarks have refer- 
ence to no Huropean government of the 
present day, nor to the known ambitions 
and plans of any such government. But 
he has a conviction that sooner or later 
—it may not be for ten or twenty or fifty 
years—-the world spirit” of colonization, 
commercial conquest, and political ag- 
grandizement, and the Monroe doctrine 
“ere likely to come into conffict.” Be- 
lieving this firmly, he wishes the United 
States to be ready for action when the 
time comes.

The Secretary of War may be right in 
his predictions, but there are reasons for 
believing that the likelihood of a con- 
flict over the American doctrine de- 
creases as the years go by. The spirit 
of colonization” is, indeed, strong, and 
after the fate of Asia and Africa has been 
settled that spirit may look for new worlds 
to conquer. But any European power 
which undertook to make conquests on this 
hemisphere would find that it had a more 
difficult task on its hands than France 
had when it attempted to set up a monarch- 
ical government in Mexico forty years ago.

WOMEN IN THE CONFERENCE. 

The eligibility of women to seats in the 
General Conference, which has been a sub- 
ject of agitation in the Methodist Church 
for more than a dozen years, promisés to 
be a disturbing element in the General 
Conference which opens in the Auditorium 
tomorrow. Because the Apostle Paul, in 
his epistle to Timothy, wrote “Let the 
women learn in silence with all subjec- 
tion; but 1 suffer not a woman to teach 
nor to usurp authority over the man, but 
to be in silence,” a large number of men 
in the Methodist Church declare that 
women must not sit as members of any 
church assembly that makes laws for men. 

The hecessities of church work have to 
a large extent nullified the rule of Paul 
as to women keeping silence in the churches, 
but it is still in force in legislative bodies. 
Even the Methodist Church, radical as it 
is, made no movement to change this rule 
until just before the General Conference 
of 1888, when five women were elected 
delegates. At the opening of the General 
Conference of 1888, Bishop Bowman stated 
that the Bishops found “ names proposed

This to carry 
required three-fourths of the ministers, and 
it failed to receive this proportion by a few 
hundred yotes, a¢ have two other proposi- 
tions submitted sine. 

Three women were elected to the General 
Confbrence of 1896. Their right to seats 
in the body was challenged by Dr. J. M. 
Buckley “iid others, and one of the most 
“otable debates in the history of the Gen- 
eral Conference followed. A compromise 
| was adopted, permitting women to occupy 
seats in the body, without the right to vote, 
and providing for the sulimission of the 
question to the constitutional vote of the 
ministers. The advocates of the admission 
of women, however, contended, and stil! 
contend, that women are already eligible 
to. seats in the General Conference, and 
can be seated by a simpi¢ majority vote. 
Many of the leaders in the movement for

PARIS EXPOSITION ACCIDENT. 

The falling of a viaduct on the Paris ex- 
Killing of nine 
persons and the injuring of ag many more, 
has naturally called forth severe criticisms 
from the Paris press. If such an accident 
had occurred at the Chicagd exposition it 


would have been eomm upon as a 
characteristic result of American haste. 
France has had eight years fp which to pre- 
pare for its exposition, yet Nunday's acci- 
dent was evidently the t of careless 


workmanship. The evil of hasty and irre- 
sponsible methods of construction is not 
confined to popular and democratic forms 
of government like that of the United 
States, but is found likewise:under highly 
centralized and paternal goyprnments like 
that of France. 1 

The Paris accident could hie been avold- 
ed by the exercise of propyr care. The 
bridge had been put togethe, in haste for 
the opening of the fair, and hij not yet been 
tested. European workmen Fre not accus- 
tomed to hurry, and are less @ble to do good 
work under pressure than Anjericans. For 


this reason rigid precautions pn the part of 


officials and inspectors are even more neces- 
sary in Paris than they would pe in Chicago. 
The admitting of the crowd:to the flimsy 
structure before it had ere was an 
act of carelessness such as Would not ordi- 
narily be expected in the caytious and con- 
servative atmosphere of Europe. If the 
retarding effects of perpetual] red tape are 
good for anything they should at least be a 
safeguard against accidents of this kind. 
Americans have nothing to boast of in pre- 
venting the collapse of astily-erected 
structures, but they can at Jeast plead the 
adyantage of accomplishing much more 
work in a given time. It is worse to have 
the work both slow and inse#are.

A FEMALE SUFFRAGE FRACAS. 

If straws show which way the wind blows 
there is much significance of a political 
character in an event which occurred at 
Weiser, Idaho, a few days ago. It may be 
noted in passing that women can vote ip 
Idaho, and that there was a local election 
at Weiser. Party feeling was running 
high at the time. The women were thick 
at the polls, and there was much discussion 
over the fitness of the respective candidates. 
Mrs. Martinson and Mrs. Harris were en- 
gaged in the discussion, but the argument 
came to an abrupt close with Mrs. Martin- 
son's peroration, which was couched in the 
following emphatic and somewhat personal 
statement: “If I were running for office 
and I found out a withered-up, china-faced 
hag like you was working for me, I would 
not vote for myself.” 

The argument at once shifted from words 
to action. Mrs. Harris reached for Mrs. 
Martinson and scratched her face through 
her veil, Mrs. Martinson, nothing loath, 
returned the scratch by slapping Mrs. Har- 
ris’ face. Then they mixed so intimately 
that it was some seconds before they could 
be separated. When peace was restored 
the field. was strewn with the débris of war, 
and a large collection of hatpins, switches, 
false fronts, ribbons, buckles, neck 
cloths, hairpins, artificial flowers, and 
birds’ wings was gathered up by the inter- 
ested spectators as souvenirs of the rage 
of lovely woman.

WITH VARIATIONS. 

The Thomas concerts are over for the 
season, and just as people take to lighter 
literature for the summer months, so they 
must fain be content with airier strains 
of music. Some of these will be ground 
out by the itinerent hand organ and some 
will be accompanied by the popping of corks 
among the evergreens. There are people 
who look back with regret to the time when 
the Thomas concerts were not disassociated 
from these more material joys, and when 
Beethoven was accompanied by beer and 
Strauss was taken through a straw. 

Those were the days when people with no 
music in their souls and opera stars had a 
common meeting ground in the old exposi- 
tion building, and when music could be made 
to draw only when there were other draw- 
ing attractions. But all this is changed 
now, and the savagery of Chicagoans is 
capable of being soothed by pure music 
alone, and it is only in the summer time 
that lighter mixtures are demanded. 


ABOLISHING THE DEATH PENALTY. 
The abolition of the death penalty is once 
more the subject of legislative and public 
discussion in Massachusetts, the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary of the House having re- 
ported, 11 to 5, in favor of doing 
away with capital punishment. It is inti- 
mated that the Legislature is ready to fol- 
low in the steps of the committee. The 
great objection which is frequently urged 
against the abolition of the death penalty, 
based upon ill-judged executive clemency. 
which may be frequently relied upon to 
nullify the verdicts of juries, is met by a 
clause in the pending bill which provides 
that only after a hearing by the Supreme 
Court and favorable action by the court 
may the Governor and Council exercise the 
pardoning power. The opponents of the 
measure have mustered all their arguments 
in favor of executions, and the friends of 
it are equally industrious, and produce sta- 
tistics to show that in States where the 
penalty has been abandoned the number of 
convictions has increased, while in those 
which still retain it the number has dimin- 
ished, owing to the unwillingness of jurors 
to hang a man for murder. The press of 
the State seems to be about equally di- 
vided in sentiment. Those opposed to the 
bill discuss it in moderate terms, while those 
in favor advocate it in a manner which 
savors of recklessness in statement. Among 
these is the Springtield Republican. It de- 
clares against the assumption of law to 
execute vengeance on the murderer, for 
that is what our hangings and electrocu- 
tions amount to. They but formulate and 
render reverend the same temper which 
in less orderly communities expends itself 
in lynch law—in the seizure of men who are 
even suspected of murder and their imme- 
diate and often cruel counter murder.” It 
asserts that the State has no right to take 
a life because its possessor has taken life, 
and that it has no other right than to hold 
and restrain the killer from further killing, 
simply for the protection of society. 

Such vehement advocacy of the bill as this 
can do no good. If the death penalty is 
abolished it should be for better reasons 
than those thus recklessly set forth. There

Admiral Dewey today will celebrate the 
second anniversary of the victory in Manila 
which has given him an undying page in his- 
tory. Two years ago today the small fleet 
under his command fought. the fleet of Ad- 
miral Montojo in Manila Bay, and after six 
hours had passed the fleet of the enemy had 


doen destroyed and Spain's supremacy in the 


Philippines had come to an inglonious end. 
Two years have passed and the victory 
won that day has lost none of its glory, and 
the man to whom the credit is due today 
stands in the minds of the American people 
as the highest type of naval commander and 
as a diplomat whose victories in peace are 
quite as worthy of credit as his victories in 


war. 
here is a difference of thirteen 
a 


time between Chicago and Manila a 
éifference of twelve hours between Manila 
and Washington and New York. The battle 
in Manila began at 5:45 Sunday morning, 
May 1, and, reckoning time accurately, the 
anniversary of the beginning of the battle 
was at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon in Chi- 
cago and at 5 o’clock yesterday afternoon 
New York time. 

In the gray of the morning of May 1 Com- 
modore Dewey’s fleet had reached the an- 
chorage off Manila. As the light grew strong 
enough to make out objects we could see the 
masts of shipping only a short distance 
ahead, and these we at first supposed to be 
the vessels of the Spanish fleet. As the light 
grew stronger, however, it was seen they 
were merchant vesséls at anchor, and almost 
at the same moment the lookouts on the 
American ships discovered the tops of fight- 
ing vessels at Cavite, seven miles southwest 
of the City of Manila. No sooner were tl ey 
discovered than Commodore Dewey had sig- 
nals displayed on the flagship for the fight- 
ing ships to form in single column line of bat- 
tle, and with the Olympia at their head they 
started across the bay, headed directly for 
the ships of Admiral Montojo's fleet. 


Dewey’s Fleet Under Way. 


As our vessels turned the Stars and stripes 


were shown at every masthead and every 
gaff. The vessels made an easy sweep, and 
there was never a more beautiful sight to 
American eyes than when the six warships 
swung into line with their biggest and 
cleanest battle flags, caught in the land 
breeze, floating dut in the morning light. 
Manila Bay is almost circular in form, 
twenty-seven miles in‘ width from Manila 
Corregidor, and twenty-five miles in width 
rom north to south. The City of Manila 
lies on the eastern shore of the bay, while 
Cavite is on the southern shore, seven miles 
distant. The Spaniards had mounted onthe 
water front at Manila three Krupp guns, 9.2 
inches in diameter, two of these being at 
the lunette battery, a half mile south of the 
walled city. There is a point of land jutting 
out into the bey immediately west of the 
Town of Cavite called Sangley Potnt. On 
this there were mounted two 7.4-inch 
Hontorio guns of modern make in sand em- 
placements. There were other guns at dif- 
ferent points along the shore of the bay, but 
these were the principal land defenses of 
the harbor. Admiral Montojo had eleven 
fighting ships in his command, of which 
three were lying in Canacao Bay, which 
separates Cavite from Sangley Point, the 


remaining eight vessels lying in Bakor Bay, 


behind Cavite. 

As Dewey's vessels turned to the south- 
ward and started for Cavite to engage the 
ships of Admiral Montojo one of the big 
guns of the lunette battery opened fire. 
No sooner had the first shot come from this 
battery than the guns on Sangley Point 
also opéned fire, but in both instances the 
shells fell short. Commodore Dewey's order 
had been not to reply to the fire from Manila. 
as he feared his shells would cost loss of 
life among non-combatants and the destruc- 
tion of private property. The shells from the 
lunette battery; however, began falling 
closer and closer to our ships as the gunners 


got the range. 
First American Shells Fired. 

As the Concord drew abreast of the lu- 
nette battery a shell from one of the big 
guns struck in the water only a fev’ hundred 
yards away, An order was given to fire one 
of the six-inch guns of the port battery at 


‘the guns of the lunette and two shells were 
‘fired, one of which, we afterwards learned, 
‘struck within twelve feet of the gun which 


had just been fired. The Spaniards were not 
accustomed to such marvelous shooting, and 
from that time on until our vessels were out 
of range the guns of the lunette battery 
were silent. 

Morning comes quickly tn the tropics and 
the gray of dawn soon gave place to broad 
daylight, and then from behind the hills back 
of Manila the sun came up, a ball of red fire, 
Almost like a shot from a gun. It shone full 
upon the American ships with their. battle 
flags floating proudly out, and it brought 
out with distinctness the ships and forts of 
the enemy. The guns on Sangley Point had 
been firing continuously from the time our 
vessels had turned and headed for Cavite, 
but there -was still no reply from the Amer- 
ican ships. Then the Reina Christina, the 
flagship of Admiral Montojo, jomed in the 
Welcome of war. 

Dewey’s orders had beén that no shot 
should be fired until our vessels wer in 
Tange for effective work. He had no am- 
munition to waste and he wanted every 
Shell to count. Our vessels moved on in 
silence, with the decks cleared, with guns 
manned, and with every man at his post. 
Im a Manila paper three days after the 
battle in a description of our vessels moving 
Over towards Cavite the article said, “ They 
moved forward in -perfect and majestic or- 
der.” They certainly looked majestic and ter- 
Tidle as they moved on in grim silence with 
the colors of our national ensign cut sharp- 
ly into the sky from every mast. The fire 
Stew heavier from the Spanish Side, but our 
vessels continued on their way unharmed. 
When the Olympia had reached a point 
Within 5,000 yards of the shore line it swung 
Sharply about to a co paraliel with the 

ot Spanish ships and forts. 


Enemy’s Challenge Is Answered. 

As the Olympia went abreast the two 
Sight-inch guns of the forward turret rang 
out in answer to the challenge of the enemy. 
Before the ‘smoke had cleared away there 
Was a broadside from the port battery of the 
mch rapid-firing guns, and then the 
Baltimore, which had réached the point of 
turnings and had swung into line after ihe 
Olympia, began to fire with both eight and 
en guns as fast as the men could serve 
mem.

It was believed at the time that two at- 
tempts had been made to torpedo our ves- 
sels. Admiral Dewey has since become con- 
vinced that no such attempt was made and 
that the Spaniards had no torpedo boats at 
Cavite, 

As the vessels of our fleet were moving 
westward for the third passage of the forts 
a small steam launch was seen to run out 
from Canacao, apparently lying in wait for 
the Olympia. The fire of the secondary bat- 
tery of the flagship was concentrated upon 
this launch and the water was churned into 
foam all about it. Finally it turned and 
started for the shore, apparently disabled. 
The next day the launch was found on the 
beach with a shell through one of its cylin- 
ders. There was nothing about it, however, 
to indicate it had ever been fitted with a 
torpedo tube. 

Another steam launch came out from 
Bakor Bay behind Cavite and headed for 
our ships. Before it had come a half mile 
a well directed shot sent it to the bottom. 
It was believed at the time this was a tor- 
pedo boat, but all the testimony now. goes 
to show that this idea was an erroneous 
one. 

Admiral Montojo’s flagship, the Reina 
Christina, performed the most brilliant and 
daring acts of the battle. It availed noth- 
ing, however. As our ships were passing for 
the second time the Reina Christina ran out 
from the shelter of Canacao Bay, where it 
had been lying, and headed straight for the 
Olympia, intending apparently either to tor- 

or ram Commodore Dewey's flagship. 


do 
Tue fire of the Olympia's entire battery was 


concentrated upon the Reina Christina and 
the damage was so great the vessel was 
compelled to turn and resume its place in 
Canacao Bay. where it had some protection 
from American fire. This disastrous at- 
tempt to reach the Olympia was repeated 
the third time our vessels passed. The 
Reina Christina started again at full speed 
towards the Olympia. Again the fire of the 
flagship’s entire battery was concentrated 
upon it, and once more the Reina Christina 
turned to seek shelter in the bay. 


One Shell Kills 180 Men. 

As the Reina Christina swung around an 
eight-inch shell from the Olympia’s forward 
turret struck it squarely astern and plowing 
through forward of the engines burst, caus- 
ing an explosion in one of the powder maga- 
zines, disabling the ship and setting it on fire.. 
This one shell, according to the Syanish 
story, killed 130 men, including Captain 
Cadarto, commanding the Reina 9 
and wounded ninety more. 0 

When our vessels drew off from the first 
engagement the Reina Christina was on fire, 
flames had broken out on the Castilla, which 
was also lying in Canacao Bay, and there 
had been one or two explosions on shore, 
whith indicated: our shells had done great 
damage to the enemy. 

The retiring of Commodore Dewey from 
the “contest has been ascribed to various 
reasons, the most popular one being that 
it was to give our men an opportunity to 
have. breakfast. This story does credit to 
the Kindly sentiments of Commodore Dewey, 
but it is doubtful if any naval authority 
would consider that sufficient reason for an 
intermission in a winning fight. The reason 
for the withdrawal of our ships was the 
belief that our ammunition was running 
low. 
When the American squadron entered 
Manila Bay it had only 60 per cent of the 
ammunition which should be on board in 
time of war. The incessant firing for two 
hours had caused Commodore Dewey some 
concern as to the length of time he could 
keep up this work without exhausting his 
supply. He sent word down to the powder 
magazines to ask the number of shells re- 
maining for the five-inch guns and word 
came back “ fifteen.” Owing to the diffi- 
culty of communicating by signal with the 
other vessels through the smoke of battle 
the Commodore concluded to retire and 
learn how the other ships were off for am- 
munition and to transfer from one to the 
other where it could be done to advantage. 
He found on inquiry, however, his question 
had been misunderstood and that in reality 
fifteen rounds had been fired from each gun 
and that there remained an amount con- 
siderably in excess of this. He decided, 
however, to give men rest and breakfast 
before renewing the engagement. 

We could see from the smoke which was 
pouring up from the Reina Christina and 
Castilla that these ships were hors dé com- 
bat and a wait would make finn! victory 
more easy of accomplishment. It was the 
hottest day experienced during all the time 
our ships were in Manila Bay, and as the 
awnings had been taken down the strain 
had been particularly severe upon the men. 


They needed the rest and breakfast they 
got. | 
Not an American Is Killed. 


The commanding officers of all the vessels 
were ordered on board the Olympia, and it 
was then learned that not a man had been 
killed in the entire fleet; that only six men 
had been wounded, and they but slightly, 
and that .while our ships had been struck 
repeatedly the damage had been of nom- 
mal character, and that not a single ship 
had received injuries which in any way 
affected its fighting strength. During the 
conference on board the Olympia orders 
were given that as soon as the men had 
become somewhat rested the engagement 
should. be resumed and that the fighting 
should be continued until victory was won. 

Shortly before 11 o’clock the line of battle 
was resumed, this time with the Baltimore 
leading, and the six fighting ships steamed 
straight across the bay, the Baltimore head- 
ed for Sangley Point. As soon as our vessels 
got in range they began a strong and effect- 
ive fire, which was at first returned with 
vigor by the Spaniards. The first shot of 
the second engagement was fired at 11:20. 
At 12:40 the Spanish gag on the naval shears 
in Cavite was pulled down in token of sur- 
render. Commodore Dewey had won his 
great victory, the Spanish fleet had been 


destroyed, and the orders which had been 


iven to the quiet man on the Olympia had 
to their strictest letter. 
He had won a victory without loss on the 
American side, while the Spaniards had lost 
800 killed and 400 wounded, and their entire 
fleet of eleven vessels had been burned or 
sunk by shelis from our ships. He had be- 
come u naval hero after a ha!f-day’s fight- 
ing, and, what is more to the point, he did 
not recognize he had done more than his

In the afternoon Commodore Dewey sent 
a message to the Governor General in Manfla 
through the Captain of the British sailing 
ship Buccleugh and the British Consul in 
Manila to the effect that if his vessels were 
fired upon or if any hostile demonstrations 
were made he would destroy the city. He 
also sent word that if the Spanish officials 
would permit him to use the cable to com- 
municate with his government he would not 
interfére with it, but if this permission was 
refused he would cut it and destroy all com- 
munication between Manila and the outside 
world. The Spaniards’ carried out to the 
letter the injunction of the Commodore re- 
garding the firing on our ships. No hostile 
demonstrations of any kind were made from 
that time on. They refused, however, to 
permit him to use the cable. 


Service in American Fleet. 


Duri the afternoon of Sunday Com- 
N Wanda of the Petrel was ordered to 
go in behind the arsenal grounds in Cavite 
and destroy the Spanish ships lying there. 
This he did, sending an officer with a boat's 
erew to set fire to such of the vessels as 
had not already been destroyed by our shells. 

During the battle the McCulloch was or- 
dered to keep behind the fighting line, with 
hawse lines in readiness to go in and tow 
out any of the fighting ships that might be 
disabled. It took no part in the fight of 
Sunday morning, but it was under fire dur- 
ing most of the time the engagement lasted. 

Sunday night the McCulloch was ordered 
to anchor at the mouth of the Pasig River, 
only a. short distance from the fort which 
guards the entrance, to prevent the possibil- 
ity of a torpedo boat being sent out to make 
an attack upon our Vessels. It remained 
there throughout the night with armed sen- 
tinels on watch and the battery cast loose 
ready for immediate action.

The Spaniards 
fought bravely, but they did not fight well. 
When the sighal of surrender was made they 
had nog a single effective fighting ship in the 
fleet. Phe American ships were not injured, 
and save for their short supply of ammuni- 
tion w as fit for fighting when the battle 
ended c they were when it began.

CITY OFFICIALS TO BEGIN TAX YEAR 
BY ENFORCING LAW. 


Cigaret Fee Dodgers Are to Be Prése- 
cuted with Especial Vigor After To- 
morrow, While Saloon Men Will Be 
Forced to Pay Up— Nursing ” Prac- 
tice to Be Abandoned—Merit Board 
Shakeup Expected to Follow Com- 
missioner Carroll’s Retirement, 


— 


The new city license year begins today, 
but owing to the Dewey ceremonies the real 
opening will come tomorrow. City Collector 
Brandecker is determined to inaugurate the 
new period of collection of special taxes by 
a rigid enforcement of the ordinances gov- 
erning all license fees. Following up the re- 
forms in saloon licenses resulting from the 
exposures made by Tun Tripunp, liquor 
dealers will be required to pay the fees for 
the tax peripd within thirty days. The force 
ok - inspectors watching for violators of the 
eigaret law will be increased by five police- 
men, who will be detailed on this work by 
Chief Kipley. In addition, a general police 
order will be issued, calling on every mem- 
ber of the force to watch for and report 
every person selling cigarets without the 
license. 

Collector Brandecker has consulted with 
Corporation Counsel Walker as to the cigar- 
et law, and every violator will be hauled into 


court. 
No Mercy for Violators. 


We are determined to stop this Hense 
dodging by cigaret sellers once and for all, 
said Mr. Brandecker. 

** Heretofore the law has held that our in- 
spectors were not competent to testify 
against violators they had found. We will not 
worry over that now, as the Supreme Court 
of the United States has held that the law 
is valid. Every person found selling cigarets 
without a license will be taken into court 
and prosecution will be kept up until he 
complies with the law. This office, the police, 
and law departments will work together to 
stamp out illegal cigaret selling in Chicago.” 

The law department,” said Corporation 
Counsel Walker, “‘ simply is waiting for the 
opening of the license year to give every pos- 
sible aid to the Collector’s office. I have ad- 
vised Mr. Brandecker to bring every illegal 
dealer into court. I believe such tactics 
will stop the evil.“ 

The majority of violators are small store- 
keepers. Many persons who run confection- 
ery stores have been placed on the list as 
suspects, and their places of business wil] 
be closely watched. Many saloons also will 
find a place on the suspect list. 


Expect Harvest from Saloons. 

The shakeup in the methods of handling 
saloon Ucenses, resulting from the investi- 
gation made by Tun Tammo, is expected 
to be most beneficial to the city’s Treasury. 
It is believed that many sa'loonkeepers will 
take out licenses for the year instead of 
for a period. They have become convinced 
that license-dodging through political or 
other “ pulls" is Hable to discovery. The 
fee for the full year is $500, or $133.83 for the 
first period of four months. 

“Of course, every saloonkeeper cannot be 
expected to get his license on the first day,“ 
said Deputy Collector McCartey. “ They 
will be given a few days of grace—say, thirty 
days. That should be sufficient.’”’ . 
The practice of nursing weak saloons 
is to be stopped. 


Expect Merit Board Shakeup. 

The resignation of Civil Service Commis- 
sioner Carroll will be marked, so Mayor Har- 
rison’s confidants assert, by a reorganizing 
of the entire commission.

The report will be presented to the Council 
at its next meeting. 


Drop in the Death Rate. 


The Health department's report shows a 
decrease of 9 per cent in the number of 
deaths last week. Pneumonia again found 
the greatest number of victims, 98. The total 
number of: contagious diseases reported 
was 108—scarlet fever, 61; diphtheria, 28;

For they mostly worship them- 
selves, and their souls are as ugly as their 
faces are fine.“ 

Now, all the Count’s acquaintances and 
former diplomatic associates are unanimous 
in declaring that his principal weakness is 


his vanity and his worship of himself. On, 


the other hand, the following aphorism bears 
trace of having been written quite recently: 

“One never forgets unless one has the 
courage to break with one’s former life 
thoroughly and forever.” 

Then, too, she speaks of herself as deserted 
by parents, relatives, and friends and all, 
and is yearning for what she calls home 
love.” She likewise declares that those 
who would sacrifice thejr last drop of blood 
are mostly sparing with the first drop.“ An- 
other aphorism is as follows: It is easy 
for a good-looking woman to inspire love, 
but difficult to retain it, because in most 
cases she will lack comprehension of other 
people's feelings, and egotism kills love.” 
Finally, All we realke love is irreplace- 
able, and all we conceive to be replaceable 
we have never really loved.“ 

It is strange how royalty seems to develop 


the disposition to indulge in aphorisms. Per- 


haps it is by reason of the inordinate amount 
of sham, hypocrisy, empty ceremonials, and 
general hollowness of everything connected 
with court life. Empress Elizabeth’s aphor- 
isms have been placed on record to a great 
extent by her Greek professor, Christoma- 
nos, and in that extraordinary book entitled 
„The Martyrdom of an Empress,” which 
sheds so much light on the relations of 
Stephanie with her former husband. The 
poet Queen of Roumania has published sev- 
eral volumes of aphorisms under her pen 
name of “Carmen Sylva,” while Queen 
Marguerite of Italy has followed her ex- 

ampie. 


The recent visit of ‘the Prince and Princess 
of Wales to Denmark is likely to have an ex- 
tremely beneficial result. It is to the Prin- 


cess that belongs the credit of having ren- . 


dered the career of a sick nurse popular, and 
of having contributed to bring about a 
change not merely in the status but like- 
wise in the standard of the education and 
breeding of those to whom the care of the 
wounded and the sick is intrusted. Ladies 
have today taken the place of the nurse of 
the “Sairey Gamp” type, with which 
Charles Dickens rendered us familiar. The 
Princess of Wales’ new undertaking is in 
the same line as the part which she has taken 
in improving the condition and the welfare 
of sick nurses. While at Copenhagen the 
other day she became profoundly interested

On leaving the Prince of Walés presented 
to the City of Copenhagen the most extraor- 
dinary gift that he has ever left by way ofa 
souvenir at the close of any of his visits. It 
did not consist of his portrait, or of a plece 
of jewelry, but of a live rhinoceros... Of 
course I do not mean to convey the idea that 
he had brought the pachyderm with him 
from England as a species of traveling com- 
panion. But finding that the zoölogical gar- 
dens of the City of Copenhagen had no spec- 
imen of this particular animal he at once 
volunteered to make them a present of one. 


The modest stable equipment of President 
McKinley at the White House is altogether 
thrown into the shade by the stables of the 
President of the French Republic. The lat-. 
ter has no less than eleven state carriages, 
comprising three barouches without box, 
and destined for use with a team of four 
horses ridden by a couple of postilions; a 
duc,“ or species of phaeton, teamed in a 
similar fashion; five barouches to be driven 
from the box, which is adorned with ham- 
mercloth, and two landaus. The semi-state 
carriages number no less than twenty-six, 
comprising six landaus, ten victorias, and 
ten coupes. Besides this there is what is 
called the private service, consisting of a 
dozen coupés and a dozen victorias, devoid 
of any ornamentation. Thirty-three pairs 
of superb, big bay carriage horses are de- 
voted to state and semi-state carriages, while 
there are a number more horses used for the 
private service. So that altogether Presi- 
dent Loubet has about four score carriages 
and at least a hundred horses in his stables, 
which are thus characterized by more royal- 
ty than 1 epublican simplicity. 

General Horace Porter, by the bye, has be- 
come celebrated in the official and diplomatic 


world at Paris by reason of his extraordi- 


nary silence and his preternaturally sol- 
emn appearance at all state banquets, 
a fact which those who have known 
him in New York as a bon vivantand as a 
ready—nay, too ready—speaker will find it 
difficult to believe. At the Elysee Palace 
and at the dinners and luncheons given by 
the President and by the various Cabinet 
Ministers, he sits without saying a word 
throughout the entire repast, his only ut- 
terance being the brief word bien (all 
right) each time mat one of the butlers 
whispers into his ear the name of the brand 
of the wine before filling his glass. Inas- 
much, however, as he repeats this word 
“bien” at frequent intervals throughout 
the entertainment, it may be taken for 


granted that his silence in other respects is . 


not an indication of disapproval. 

There are several innovations, by the way, 
at the Elysee. The old “huissier,” or 
usher, who was there under all the different 
Presidents, and who had the names of all 
foreign dignitaries on the tip of his tongue, 
died a few months ago, and his successor 
made such a terrible hash of the names, 
gravely affronting thereby the distinguished 
foreign guests of the President, that they 
are now announced no longer by name, but 
by the office which they hold, the United 
States Envoy being announced no longer as 
“General Porter,“ but merely as the Am- 
bassador of the United States.“ 

One of the funniest things at these Elysée 
banquets is the species of movement which 
President Loubet invariably makes on sit- 
ting down to table, as if to tuck his dinner 
napkin in his collar in the fashion of the 
French petit bourgeoise.”’ He always 
seems to remember at the last moment that 
it is contrary to Presidential manners, and 
after the napkin has gone half way up to his
